at ID-2U548 near Wonnyu-ri (B 39-19, S 125-36) (XD-2^55), and in 12 aemi -under- 
ground storage areas near the warehouse at the foot of a hill, /these 'grains 
were collected in 1952 as taxes -in-kind from the farmers in P'yongw3n-gun. 

The grains consisted of rice, unhulled rice, behns, and corn. Bach of the semi- 
underground storage areas was 20 meters long, 7. meters wide, ana 2 meters 
deep. The bottom was lined with logs, and the hags of grains were piled 10 
meters high, Each pile was covered Vlth straw mats and camouflaged with grass 
and branches The entire area was patrolled by 10 guards and 15 civilians. 
Approximately 20 laborers parked in the storage area. The storage area was 
controlled by the P'yongwon-gun People's Committee, and was headed by KIM T0k- 
pom I60|5/lj95/h636), aged ho and member of the Pood Administration Section of 
the P'yongwon-gun People's Committee, '■

Earth Korean Army units received their allotment through the Pood Administration 
Section on Orders from the Pood Administration JJlvision of the Provincial Com- 
mittee, Approximately two truck loads of grains were issued to military person- 
neleach day* Government employees received a semi -monthly ration from the 
P yongwon-gun Consumers' Guild on orders from the Pood Administration Section of 
the P'yongwon-gun People's Committee. Approximately 20 ox-carts of grains were 
issued to government employees every 15 days ♦.
